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Council Accepts GHI Request, 
Opposes Metroland Stream Move 


It was a cold dark night but 
there was a sea of blue in the 
City Council room on January 
24 as members of the Greenbelt 
Police Department turned out to 
witness the swearing-in of their 
newest colleague. Other actions 
on the agenda included a petition 
from Greenbelt Homes, Inc. for 
the city to vacate right-of-way on 
Crescent Road, a permit applica- 
tion with environmental impact 
on a stream at Greenbelt Station 
and approval of small grants to 
local schools. 

Oath of Office 

Chief James Craze introduced 
Mark Holden, who came to 
Greenbelt from four years with 
the uniformed division of the 
U.S. Secret Service. His duties 
included providing protection 
to the White House complex, 
as well as for foreign diplo- 
matic missions. He previously 
worked for the Aberdeen Prov- 
ing Grounds Police Depart- 
ment and is also a veteran of 
the U.S. Coast Guard. Mayor 
Judith Davis administered the 
oath of office and members of 
Council welcomed Holden to

the city. After expressing his 
enthusiasm about his new po- 
sition, Holden introduced his 
wife, Catalina. 

Chief Craze added that the 
department has also hired three 
additional recruits who, unlike 
Holden, are inexperienced and 


must attend the police academy 
before becoming officers. With 
the eventual addition of these 
three, the department will once 
again have a full complement of 
sworn Officers.

Another Tight Budget Is Forecast 
And Creates Concerns for Council 


It was not a Happy New Year 
for the Greenbelt City Council at 
the Wednesday, January 19 Pre- 
budget Briefing Worksession held 
at the Community Center. City 
Treasurer Jeff Williams presented 
an update on city finances and 
some projections on expected 
year-end results and for the next 
fiscal year. City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin presented a list of 
options for balancing the next fis- 
cal year budget on his assumption 
that expected revenue increases 
will be less than future expendi- 
ture demands. 

Although Williams and 
McLaughlin felt that some of 
the news they presented was en- 
couraging, overall, council was 
not thrilled. Mayor Judith Davis’ 
first comment was, “... it’s a 
real downer.” McLaughlin’s re- 
sponse, “. . . it 1s better than we 
expected.” 

While councilmembers were 
willing to take a look at possibly 
balancing the budget by raising 
some fees, refinancing city debt 
and cutting programs, they were 
unanimous in expressing their un- 
willingness to raise property taxes. 

All councilmembers attended 
the work session as did one resi- 
dent who left early and made no 
comment. 

This pre-budget worksession is

a relatively recent event to have 
been placed on the city coun- 
cil’s schedule. Until seven or 
eight years ago, no such discus- 
sions between council and the city 
manager were held prior to the 
management’s submission of the 
budget. Now such an early meet- 
ing has become institutionalized. 

As it has evolved, it consists 
of staff reports on latest figures 
for the current year’s budget and 
information the staff can provide 
on expected outlooks for specific 
revenues, expenditures, the over- 
all fiscal climate for the city and 
a general request from the city 
manager for council suggestions, 
advice or guidance before the 
annual budget process gets fully 
underway. 

FY11 Financial Report 

Williams’ financial report pro- 
vided a glimpse of the revenues 
and expenditures at the half-way 
point in the current fiscal year. 
Revenues are 77.6 percent of the 
adopted budget compared with 
78.9 percent at this point in last 
year’s budget and 73.3 percent 
historically. 

These slightly higher than nor- 
mal revenues have occurred even 
though real estate tax receipts, 
less credits, are $503,019 lower 
than the adopted budget. Staff at- 
tributes this shortfall to erroneous 


property assessment information 
received last February from the 
state. It also believes that some 
of the tax receipts shortfall will be 
offset by a reverse situation where 
the city’s FY11 budget expecta- 
tion for abatements now appears 
to be excessive. The FY11 bud- 
get for abatements is $540,000, 
while as of the end of December 
only $170,286 has been abated. 
Abatements are situations where 
property owners successfully chal- 
lenge the state’s assessment of 
their property. 

Another encouraging trend re- 
ported by Williams is that the 
revenues the city receives from 
income taxes and from the hotel/ 
motel occupancy taxes are trend- 
ing positively. Staff projects 
that if those revenues continue 
on their current path, the city will 
end FY11 Gn June) approximately 
$85,000 higher on income taxes 
and $90,000 higher than on hotel/ 
motel occupancy taxes than the 
adopted budget estimates. 

Another positive note is that 
the city now expects to receive 
federal reimbursement of about 
$92,000 for the twin snowmaged- 
don storms experienced last year. 

On the expenditure side, the 
financial report shows that for the

In the New Deal Café setting, 
Hart, who lost her job following 
the CNBC Forum, told the BBC 
correspondent that she was opti- 
mistic about her job prospects as 
well as the prospects of the Presi- 
dent, believing that he has been 
much clearer and more dynamic 
since the mid-term elections. 
“Jobs are the priority now,” she 
said “I want to hear specifically 
what he’s going to do to create 
jobs.” 

The Greenbelt segment in- 
cluded vintage footage of early 
Greenbelt and up to date footage 
of Roosevelt Center and the New 
Deal Café. 


“Doubt: A Parable” at GAC 
Is Superbly Done Drama

Congratulations to frequent 
actor Bob Kleinberg on his debut 
as director for “Doubt: A Par- 
able’ now showing at the Green- 
belt Arts Center. It is a superb 
production in every way. 

The taut drama takes place in 
1964 at a Catholic church and its 
elementary school in New York. 
The foreboding first scene is of 
the parish priest, Father Flynn, 
giving a sermon about the “alien- 
ating sorrow of a crisis in faith.” 

Sister Aloysius is the very 
Strict, even somewhat sadistic 
principal of the school, who 
erodes the innocence and vivacity 
of a young teacher, Sister James, 
encouraging her to report all she 
sees and hears. When Sister 
James casually mentions that 
Father Flynn took a male student 
to the rectory alone and the boy 
returned smelling of alcohol, the 
plot is set in motion. 

When confronted, Flynn gives 
a plausible reason for his ac- 
tions, injecting the issue of race 
into the plot as the boy is the 
school’s first African-American 


student. In her quest to expose 
Father Flynn, Sister Aloysius calls 
in the boy’s mother, with surpris- 
ing results. 

The action builds to a dramatic 
conclusion which leaves several 
questions unanswered, such as 
whether Father Flynn is guilty of 
abuse. Members of the audience 
are left to their own interpretation 
and .. . doubt. 

The four actors, all new to 
the GAC stage, have impressive 
resumes to match their talents. 
Michelle Trout plays the role of 
Sister Aloysius with the perfect 
amount of self-righteous cru- 
elty. This is tempered by Caity 
Brown’s performance as the in- 
nocent and bubbly Sister James. 

Aurelia L. Spencer, as Mrs. 
Muller, mother of the presum- 
ably abused boy, gives her role 
the right amount of despair and 
motherly love. Brendan Murray’s 
boyish charm, covering a steely 
interior, lends believability to the 
role of Father Flynn.

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City’s Parkway Widening Concern 
Gets Federal Dept. of Transportation Reply 


The following is the U.S. 
Department of Transportation's 
January 14 response to the city’s 
letter of December 21, reprinted 
in the January 6 issue. 


Dear Mayor Davis: 

Thank you for your letter re- 
garding your concerns about the 
planned study of the feasibility of 
widening the Baltimore-Washing- 
ton Parkway to six lanes. 

The Federal Highway Admin- 
istration’s Eastern Federal Lands 
Highway Division (EFLHD) in1- 
tiated the study this month. As 
requested in the congressional 
reports, the study will cover the 
feasibility of adding a lane in 
each direction to the Maryland 
Route 295/Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway from its intersection 
with [-695 (Baltimore Beltway) 
to New York Avenue in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. The congres- 
sional report also asked us to 
assess the impact of the Base 
Realignment and Closure process 
on traffic in the corridor. 

Our EFLHD is working with 
the National Park Service’s Na- 
tional Capital Region Office, 
the Maryland State Highway 
Administration, the Metropolitan 
Washington Council of Govern- 
ments (MWCOG), the Baltimore 
Metropolitan Council, and the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission to de- 
cide on the details of the study. 
The EFLHD has identified three 
major areas of analysis: 

¢ An examination of present 
day and future year traffic vol- 
umes in the study corridor with 
and without implementation of 
the proposed mainline widening 
of the parkway. We will consider 
how travelers in the corridor can 
be accommodated if the parkway 
retains its present configuration of 
two travel lanes in each direction, 
as well as what would happen 
if we added one travel lane in 
each direction as described in the 
legislation. All future-year traffic 
forecasts will use the most recent 
population and employment fore- 
casts for the region developed by 
MWCOG through its comprehen- 
sive planning process. 

¢ An examination of the ba- 
sic engineering feasibility and 
estimated cost associated with 
the possible addition of a third 
mainline travel lane to the park- 
way over the defined project lim- 
its. We will estimate the initial 
capital improvement costs and 
the continuing operations and 


maintenance costs for the next 
20-25 years. 

¢ The identification of the full 
range of environmental impact 
factors that would need to be 
examined in greater detail if any 
further study of the mainline 
widening concept moves forward. 
While we will not conduct a 
formal environmental impact as- 
sessment as an element of this 
initial feasibility study, we will 
identify factors to be examined 
and the general timing and costs 
associated with such an activ- 
ity. These factors would include 
consideration of the types of 
concerns you expressed as well 
as alternative solutions for meet- 
ing traffic demand in the corridor. 

You asked us to conduct a 
public meeting in Greenbelt in 
late January. As the shape of the 
study becomes more clear, we 
will reach out to stakeholders, 
the public, and local jurisdictions, 
including Greenbelt.

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School Re-application 
Deferred to 2012 


After meeting with interested 
parents and community members, 
the board of directors of the 
planned Greenbelt Public Charter 
School (GPCS) has voted not to 
reapply this year for approval 
as a charter school in Prince 
George’s County. They posted 
the following statement online: 

Twenty-two people and the 
GPCS Board attended the January 
12th board meeting. In an open 
forum discussion, board members 
shared the feedback they’d re- 
ceived from the Prince George’s 
County Public Schools (PGCPS) 
application panel at the December 
14 meeting. 

PGCPS has a new applica- 
tion schedule this year and if the 
GPCS Board chooses to reapply, 
they would have to submit a new 
application by March 24. The 
idea of using the next year to 
work on the application and not 
reapplying till March of 2012 
was proposed and discussed. 

The board met later and de- 
cided not to reapply this March. 
Instead the board will complete 
a feasibility study over the next 
sixty days to determine how to 
best proceed in their goal to of- 
fer more school program options 
to parents/students in the PGCPS 
community. Upon completion of 
the feasibility study, they will vote 
on whether to reapply in 2012 to 
start a charter school in 2013.

Right-of-Way 

The Council’s speedy and 
unanimous dispatch of the agen- 
da item for action on a peti- 
tion by Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
(GHI) to vacate property along 
the east side of Crescent Road 
between Gardenway and East- 
way, was a testament to many 
hours of previous discussions 
among council, the GHI Board 
and staff members of both the 
city and GHI to find a way to 
resolve issues of encroachment 
of GHI structures and yards into 
city rights-of-way. The solu- 
tion represented by the petition 
establishes a new right-of-way 
line approximately 13.5 feet 
back from the existing curb line. 
At Pepco’s request, a 10’ x 5’ 
area has been retained as public 
right-of-way around the anchor 
guy lines and wires associated 
with the existing utility poles. 
Adjustments were also made 
to ensure that all GHI parking 
areas are outside the new right- 
of-way. The plan eliminates all 
structural encroachments in this 
location and leaves only minor 
yard encroachments. Those GHI 
residents who would be affected 
were supportive of the plan and 
the GHI Board approved the 
draft petition at its January 13 
meeting. 

Terri Hruby, the city’s assis- 
tant planning director, explained 
that residents may notice that 
there will be a 30-day public 
posting requirement at the prop- 
erty, after which the petition 
will be sent to all the interested 
utility companies for review and 
comment, then return for execu- 
tion by GHI and signature by 
the mayor prior to being sent to 
the county planning board for its 
review. Councilmember Konrad 
Herling, noting the long list of 
interested utilities being copied, 
asked Hruby if staff anticipated 
any problems with that review. 
She said they did not, since 
objections were most likely to 
come from Pepco and Pepco’s 
requests had already been dealt 
with. She also confirmed that 
existing fences and hedges in the 
impacted areas would be allowed 
to remain in the right-of-way 
until such time as they would be 
replaced. 

Narragansett Run 

Hruby continued with a pre- 
sentation of the new item added 
to the agenda. She said the city 
had been notified that Metroland 
had submitted a permit applica- 
tion to the Maryland Department 





of the Environment (MDE) for 
Greenbelt Station that included, 
among other items, the “whole- 
sale relocation” of Narragansett 
Run, a stream that feeds into In- 
dian Creek from the west in the 
area where the north and south 
cores of the project meet. The 
period of public comment on the 
application closes on February 1. 
Hruby said the idea of re- 
locating Narragansett Run had 
come up previously, most re- 
cently in 2008. Since city staff 
had strongly objected to it, it 
had been assumed that the sub- 
sequent silence on the subject 
meant that it had been put to 
rest. She said the city’s environ- 
mental consultants, Environmen- 
tal Systems Analysis, are prepar- 
ing a letter to the city saying 
such relocation is unnecessary 
since the stream is healthy and 
there are other ways to address 
problems of erosion in the area. 
She said staff would like to 
send a strong letter to MDE that 
would ask that the application be 
put on hold indefinitely until the 
city’s concerns can be addressed, 
request a full set of plans, state 
the city’s objections, and request 
a meeting with the MDE review- 
er. Another letter would be sent 
to Metroland indicating that the 
city considers it to be in breach 
of the development agreement. 
Although Metroland’s environ- 
mental consultants have already 
agreed to request that the permit 
application be held pending fur- 
ther discussion with the city, she 
thought the city should also take 
action and go on record now as 
a precaution. The City Council 
voted unanimously to approve 
the sending of the letters before 
the deadline for comments. 
ACE Grants 
For the second year, the 
city’s Advisory Committee on 
Education (ACE) conducted a 
grant competition for the six 
schools that primarily serve 
Greenbelt students. The pro- 
gram awards grants of up to 
$500 in support of activities to 
enhance or enrich school-based 
activities. Council voted unani- 
mously to approve ACE’s rec- 
ommendation that 14 projects 
be funded, ranging from $350 
to $500 and totaling $6,614. 
On the consent agenda, coun- 
cil also received a report on ac- 
tivities and plans from the 75th 
Anniversary Committee that is 
expected to be taken up for dis- 
cussion and action at the Febru- 
ary 14 regular meeting.

first half of FY11 they are gener- 
ally in line with historical expecta- 
tions. This otherwise encouraging 
result is overshadowed, however, 
by another error discovered. 

As explained by McLaughlin 
and Williams, last year’s adopted 
budget reflected an agreed reduc- 
tion in the city’s deferred compen- 
sation benefit for employees from 
10 percent down to 7.5 percent. 
For some unaccounted-for rea- 
son, the final budget adjustment 
had not been implemented, with 
the error resulting in an over- 
expenditure in the salaries and 
benefits account of approximately 
$180,000. 

Other than through vacancies, 
it would be difficult to find suffi- 
cient savings to offset the shortage 
created. Like the bad news on the 
erroneous information from the 
state on Greenbelt property assess- 
ments, members of council were 
clearly upset with this news about 
the deferred compensation mix-up. 
They wanted a better understand- 
ing from staff on how such an 
error could have escaped notice. 

FY12 Budget Update 

With information on the current 
budget year status, the workses- 
sion flowed naturally into the 
McLaughlin’s initial comments on 
the Fiscal Year 2012 budget pro- 
cess. McLaughlin said it is still 
too early in the process to have a 
clear picture. 

The staff will use information 
in Williams’ financial report and 
historical data from prior budgets 
but important information regard- 
ing the state’s determination of 
real property assessed valuations, 
the city’s largest revenue source, 
will not be received until early 
February. He advised council 
that city staff would be meeting 
with the state assessor’s office the 
following day (January 20) and in 
early February. 

Williams listed several key fac- 
tors that will influence preparation 
of his proposed FY12 budget. 
Receipts from real property taxes 
will probably be close to FY11 
receipts, about $16.6 million. As 
expected, the homestead property 
tax credit should continue to drop, 
which increases city revenue re- 
ceipts. Likewise, abatements or 
reductions are trending lower than 
anticipated in FY11 and are not 
expected to go up in FY12. 

Income tax and hotel/motel 
revenues seem to be increasing 
again, reflecting a turnaround in 
the overall economy. Certain 
expenditures, such as workers 
compensation (for injuries), will 
be higher than in FY11. Police 
Department turnover from retire- 
ments is limiting increases in the 
city’s salary and benefits account. 

A smaller than usual fund 
transfer to the Capital Projects 
Fund in FY12 of approximately 
$100,000 will be possible due to 
savings from lower than expected 
costs in asphalt for street resurfac- 
ing for Fiscal Year 2010 projects. 
The city’s renegotiated contract 
with Clean Currents should result 
in lower electricity costs in FY12. 

The general outlook suggests 
that revenues for FY12 could be 
$300,000 higher than the FY11 
adopted budget. McLaughlin 
reminded council that over the 
last few years, numerous savings, 
reductions and cuts had occurred 
as the city prepared for the down- 
turn in the economy. For both 
FY10 and FY11, he believes those 
steps enabled the city to cope with 
somewhat severe and unantici- 
pated reductions in revenues. 

Both the FY10 and FY11 bud- 


gets had to deal with the gov- 
ernor’s reduction in Greenbelt’s 
share of Highway User Revenues 
and the FY1I1 budget currently 
deals with a $2 million error in 
the state’s property tax assessed 
valuations. 

While the city has weathered 
the storm, the city manager be- 
lieves the possibility of slightly 
higher revenue is probably good 
news. He does not think the in- 
crease is large enough, however, 
to offset expected increases in 
costs such as salary, benefits, in- 
surance and fuel. 

Because McLaughlin feels 
there are not enough $10,000 and 
$20,000 cuts to close the gap, he 
told council what may be needed 
are “big ticket” changes to city 
expenses. 

Manager’s Questions 

McLaughlin identified several 
possible changes in the form of 
questions for council: 

Can the tax rate be increased 
to offset lost revenue from de- 
clining assessments? If it can 
be shown that assessments have 
dropped so tax bills are lower 
than those two to three years ago, 
could the tax rate be raised, thus 
raising revenue but still leaving 
tax bills lower than before? 

Can outstanding city debt be 
refinanced? The city could refi- 
nance its existing debt at about 
3.55 percent compared with the 
current 4.56 percent. Such refi- 
nancing would reduce the annual 
interest cost from $740,000 to 
$350,000 but would extend the 
debt an additional nine years. 
The manager said that the cur- 
rent outstanding debt for the new 
Public Works buildings should 
be included in any refinancing, 
reducing annual savings to about 
$300,000. 

Can the city’s compensation 
package be further reduced? The 
manager prefers options not result- 
ing in layoffs or furloughs for cur- 
rent employees and provided some 
suggested options: modify the tier 
level or the city’s share of the cost 
for health insurance premiums 
saving about $200,000; hold off 
filling positions as they become 
vacant; furlough employees with- 
out pay saving about $55,000 a 
day but reducing take-home pay 
for employees and lessening their 
retirement contributions and in 
the Public Safety area increasing 
overtime payments; and reducing 
pension benefits. On the latter, 
McLaughlin referred to the four- 
legged stool consisting of Social 
Security, a defined benefit pension 
program, a deferred compensation 
match program and a deferred 
compensation contribution pro- 
gram. He noted that the city’s 
total retirement contribution is 
between 25 and 45 percent of an 
employee’s salary. 

Can the Old Greenbelt Theatre 
renovation project be deferred for 
two to three more years? The 
manager linked this suggestion to 
his earlier 1tem regarding refinanc- 
ing the city’s outstanding debt and 
the use of savings to help finance 
the theater renovation. 

Can programs be reduced or 
cut? In effect the manager posed 
to council, “Will program reduc- 
tions be on the table for discus- 
sion?” 

Council Reactions 

Councilmember Edward Putens 
was first out of the box with a 
reiteration of his suggestion dur- 
ing the previous budget cycle that 
city department heads be asked 
to suggest either a 5 percent, 10 
percent or 20 percent cut in their 
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programs to meet the budget chal- 
lenges. He suggested for what the 
manager referred to as “big ticket” 
that department heads be queried 
as to what program or service 
they conduct could be reduced or 
eliminated. 

Also, Putens asked, what posi- 
tions could be eliminated? Or, in 
the case of a vacancy, could they 
“freeze” a position for two to 
three years? 

The manager’s response was to 
suggest that department heads be 
asked to prioritize their programs 
or lines of business in an order of 
what they could do without. 

Councilmember Silke Pope 
suggested possible opportunities 
to increase some city fees, as had 
been suggested last year but put 
under study. McLaughlin said the 
fee topic would be the subject of 
a February worksession. 

Councilmember Konrad Her- 
ling suggested consideration of 
restructuring city departments 
from the standpoint of economy 
and efficiency. He repeated his 
suggestion that the city take a 
more proactive posture relating to 
economic development and more 
awareness of potential opportuni- 
ties to use available retail and 
commercial space in the city. He 
also suggested no “nickel and di- 
ming” of city programs, contribu- 
tion groups and organizations such 
as took place last year. 

Responding to a question from 
Councilmember Emmett Jordan 
on the expected or necessary tim- 
ing for refinancing of city debt, 
McLaughlin answered, “Soon.” 
Jordan also agreed with Herling’s 
impetus to get a better handle 
on the business environment in 
Greenbelt, suggesting the city 
should convene a group to begin 
discussion. On that topic. Putens 
suggested that the economic de- 
velopment topic be added to the 
upcoming Four-Cities meeting. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts was cool to debt refinancing. 
He suggested instead that the city 
should pay down its debt. Pope 
agreed it was not a good idea to 
add nine more years to the city’s 
existing debt financing. 

Oppose Tax Increase 

To the general question as to 
whether a tax rate increase as 
part of the FY12 budget would be 
“palatable,” all seven members of 
council said they would “prefer” 
no increase. There was a consen- 
sus that the city’s action last year 
approving a small increase in the 
tax rate was primarily to cushion 
the city’s finances in the face of 
economic uncertainty. 

Individually, some councilmem- 
bers offered other targets for rev- 
enue, such as the aforementioned 
fees by Pope; Roberts suggested a 
look at how rental apartments are 
assessed for taxes; and Herling 
wanted more discussion on ap- 
proaches for raising non-property 
tax revenue. 

On the theater topic, Coun- 
cilmember Leta Mach felt the 
renovations should help the theater 
generate more revenues. 

Putens said he was not pleased 
with the current contract with 
the theater operator and the city 
manager indicated that once the 
renovation begins, the city would 
revisit the contract. 

Roberts repeated his concern 
that the expected $1 million for 
the renovation is not justified. He 
suggested that needed work on 
the theater be done in a phased 
and selected manner, starting with 
those areas or systems most in 
need of repair or replacement.

Greenbelters’ Art Displayed 
At Maryland State House

Two Greenbelt artists, Sherill 
Anne Gross and Nora Simon, are 
among the six artists from Prince 
George’s County whose works 
are included in “Young Prince 
George’s: Artists Under 40 Work- 
ing in Prince George’s County,” 
currently in the Prince George’s 
County Delegation wing of the 
State House in Annapolis. The 
exhibit was organized by the Arts 
and Cultural Heritage Division 
of the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission, 
which annually hangs a show of 
county artists at this venue. This 
year’s exhibit will be on view 
through April 13. 

Nora Simon is exhibiting six 
of her macro color photographs 
of floral subjects. Nora is in her 
senior year at the Pennsylvania 
College of Art and Design in 
Lancaster, where she is major- 
ing in graphic design. Her first 
solo show of photographs was 
arranged by the M-NCP&PC at 
the Publick Playhouse in Blad- 
ensburg last spring. She has

also exhibited her photographs 
and other art work in numerous 
group shows, including the an- 
nual Greenbelt Labor Day Festi- 
val Art and Photo Shows and at 
the New Deal Café in Roosevelt 
Center. 

Sherill Anne Gross describes 
her artwork as being made only 
with paper, glue and patience. 
She moved to the Metro D.C. 
area over 10 years ago and start- 
ed paper cutting exclusively 
eight years ago. Every part of 
her art is made only using cut 
paper, even the signature. The 
non-straight lines and imperfect 
circles that are created are lay- 
ered upon each other to reveal 
a final realistic image. The 
challenge of taking a finite color 
palette of flat square papers and 
transforming them into realistic 
final images is an exciting con- 
cept each time she approaches a 
new piece. Her artwork is what 
happens when you run with scis- 
sors.
